A program of public improve­ 
I ment 
for 
Palm 
Springs 
and 
I other Riverside county commun­ 
ities will be worked out by a 
committee consisting of one mem­ 
ber of each chamber of com­ 
merce in the county, the county 
the county planning commissinn 
and the board of supervisors, as 
result of a meeting Wednesday 
night at Hemet and attended by 
five Villagers. 
The meeting was called by the 
county chamber of commerce to 
launch a post war planning cam­ 
paign and was attended from here 
by Francis F. Crocker, chairman 
of the Palm Springs Chamber of 
Commerce Post W ar Planning 
committee, Culver Nichols, head 
of the county Planning Commis­ 
sion, Harris Posey, Stanley Rosin 
anl Walter Kofeldt, secretary of 
the local chamber. 


PLAY LARGE PART 


The local delegation played a 
large part in the proceedings and 
it was on the suggestion of Mr. 
Crocker that the committee con­ 
sisting of one representative of 
each community, will be formed 
to confer with county planners 
and supervisors, to line up a post 
war plan. 
Mr. Crocker last Monday, when 
notified 
of Wednesday 
night’s 
meeting, 
called 
a meeting of 
Chamber of Commerce members, 
city councilmcn and others in­ 
terested in post war developent 
here. He outlined the program 
and assigned to each of them 
present one phase of post war 
projects for study and estimate 
of cost. 


MANY LOCAL PROJECTS 


Sanitation, s t r e e t improve­ 
ments, public buildings, parks, 
recreation and the Tramway are 
among the local projects consid­ 
ered. 
Harry C. Harper, secretary of 
the county chamber, who pre­ 
sided at the Hemet meeting, said 
the work of the proposed com­ 
mittee would be to obtain lists of 
projects judged necessary in post 
war construction throughout the 
county and to work with the 
planning commission in carry­ 
ing the approved projects to com­ 
pletion. 
Speakers at the meeting includ­ 
ed Ralph W. Stanfield of Corona, 
chairman of the board of super­ 
visors; C. B. Cravens of River­ 
side, county highway superinten­ 
dent and secretary of the plan­ 
ning commission; Floyd Gilmore 
of Hemet, supervisor and member 
of 
the 
planning 
commission’s 
post war committee; Dudley B. 
Wheelock, Riverside, g e n e r a l 
commercial manager of Califor­ 
nia 
Electric 
Power 
company; 
Culver Nichols of Palm Springs, 
chairman of the county planning 
commission; DeWitt Nelson, San 
Bernardino, supervisor of the San 
Bernardino National forest which 
included the San Jacinto peaks, 
and others representing various 
county sections.

Feb. 11—when nomination peti­

with declarations by incumbents 
and candidates. 
Five council seats will be at 
stake in the election which* is 
scheduled for April 11. Elections 
will be held in districts 2, 3, 4, 
5 and 7. In districts 1 and 6 there 
will be no election as terms of C. 
P. Adams in the first and Mayor 
F. V. Shannon in the sixth, do 
not run out this year. 


FIVE SEATS AT STAKE 


According to state law, terms 
of councilmen appointed during 
the year run until the next elec­ 
tion only, so terms of Council­ 
man George Housman, appointed 
to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Major Frank Persh- 
' in in the 7th district, Frank W. 
Cutler, appointed to fill the vac­ 
ancy when Ray Sorum resigned 
to become public works director 
and E. E. Therieau, appointed to 
fill the vacancy when Dr. Bacon 
L. Cliffton resigned, 
expire this 
year as well as those of Council­ 
men Philip L. Boyd and John 
Connell. 
Mr. Boyd, representing district 
3, and Mr. Housman, represent­ 
ing district 7, have indicated they 
will not be candidates to succeed 
themselves. Both declared that 
they could not be here the en­ 
tire year and Mr. Housman said, 
that in addition, he had sold his 
property in district 7 and there­ 
fore did not think he should run. 
He had been approached by resi­ 
dents of the district asking him to 
run but refused.
